★ ★ Two stars mean easy knits, with knit-purl stitch patterns, simple lace 
patterns (no shaping in the lace), slip-stitch patterns, and cables. 

★ ★ ★ Three stars are for advanced knitters requiring some specialised 

knowledge, such as Fair Isle, Aran and more complicated lace patterns. 


★ ★ ★ ★ Four stars signal a challenge knit. There can be make-and-lose 

patterns, complicated shaping, and any technique that requires a 
higher level of concentration. 


The letter P after any star grouping suggests that an additional degree 
of patience is required for a quality finish.

ACCESSORIES — Knitting-In Elastic; A Stitch 
Holder; Milward Knitters Needle and plain yarn for 
sewing seams; Shoulder Pads if desired.

TENSION — 20V2 sts to 10 cm in width over 
patt. 

To achieve the desired soft effect, this garment 
has been designed to be worked on bigger nee¬ 
dles at a looser tension than usually recommen¬ 
ded. 



Why you should knit a tension square. 

With Correct Tension, your garment will look like 
our photo. 

Using 4.00mm Needles, cast on 31 sts. 

NOTE — The unusual texture of this yarn makes it 
essential to pull the yarn through firmly when work¬ 
ing each st. 

1st row — K4, (K2 tog, y fwd, K3) 5 times, knit to 
end. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K3, (K2 tog, y fwd, K3) 5 times, knit to 
end. 

5th row — K2, (K2 tog, y fwd, K3) 5 times, knit to 
end. 

7th row — K1, (K2 tog, y fwd, K3) 5 times, knit to 
end. 

9th row — (K2 tog, y fwd, K3) 5 times, knit to end. 
10th row — As 2nd row. 

Last 10 rows form patt. 

Work a further 36 rows patt. 

Cast off loosely. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric 
rule across the centre of the square and mark 10 
cm with pins as shown in photo. Count the 
number of sts between the pins. 

You should have 2 OV 2 sts. 

Less sts means loose tension — try needles a 
size smaller. 

More sts means tight tension — try needles a 
size bigger. 

When you have achieved the correct tension, 
use the same needles to knit your garment (you 
may unravel your tension square and use the yarn 
in your garment). Remember, if you need to 
change the needle size to achieve the correct ten¬ 
sion, you must also change the size of needles 
used in bands, etc. 


SWEATER 

BACK 

Using 3.00mm Needles, Cottontop and Knitting-In 
Elastic tog, cast on 91 (97-101-107-111-117) sts. 
NOTE — The unusual texture of this yarn makes 
it essential to pull the yarn through firmly when 
working each st. 

1st row — K2, * PI, K1, rep from * to last st, K1. 

2nd row — K1, * PI, K1, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 9 times (20 rows rib in all). 
Change to 4.00mm Needles and Cottontop only. 

1st row — K4 (2-4-2-4-2), (K2 tog, yfwd, K3) 9 
(10-10-11-11-12) times, K1, (yfwd, si 1, K1, psso, 
K3) 7 (8-8-9-9-10) times, yfwd, si 1, K1, psso, K4 
(2-4-2-4-2). 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K3 (1-3-1-3-1), (K2 tog, yfwd, K3) 8 
(9-9-10-10-11) times, K2 tog, yfwd, K1, yfwd, 
si 1, K1, psso, (K3, y fwd, si 1, K1, psso) 8 (9-9- 
10-10-11) times, K3 (1-3-1-3-1). 

5th row — K2 (0-2-0-2-0), (K2 tog, y fwd, K3) 9 
(10-10-11-11-12) times, yfwd, si 1, K1, psso, (K3, 
yfwd, sll, K1, psso) 8 (9-9-10-10-11) times, K2 (0- 
2 - 0 - 2 - 0 ). 
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7th row — K1 (4-1 -4-1 -4), (K2 tog, y fwd, K3) 9 (9- 
10-10-11-11) times, K2, yfwd, si 1, K1, psso, (K3, 
yfwd, si 1, K1, psso) 8 (8-9-9-10-10) times, K1 (4- 

1- 4-1-4). 

9th row — K0 (3-0-3-0-3), (K2 tog, y fwd, K3) 9 (9- 
10-10-11-11) times, K4, yfwd, si 1, K1, psso, (K3, 
y fwd, si 1, K1, psso) 8 (8-9-9-10-10) times, K0 (3- 
0-3-0-3). 

10th row — As 2nd row. 

Last 10 rows form body patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures 53 (54-54-55-55- 
56) cm from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape shoulders — Keeping patt correct, cast 
off 5 (5-6-6-6-7) sts at beg of next 8 (8-6-8-6-8) 
rows, then 4 (6-5-6-7-6) sts at beg of foil 2 (2-4-2- 
4-2) rows. 

Leave rem 43 (45-45-47-47-49) sts on stitch-hol¬ 
der. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back until there are 44 (46-46-48-48- 
50) rows less than Back to shoulders, ending with 
a purl row. 

Divide for “V” neck — Next row — Patt 45 (48- 
50-53-55-58), turn. 

Cont on these 45 (48-50-53-55-58) sts. 

Keeping patt correct, dec at neck edge in alt rows 
until 26 (28-30-32-34-36) sts rem, then in foil 4th 
row once ... 25 (27-29-31-33-35) sts. 

Work 1 row patt. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 5 (5-6-6-6-7) sts at 
beg of next and alt rows 3 times in all, then 5 (5-5- 
6-7-7) sts at beg of foil alt row, AT SAME TIME dec 
at neck edge in 3rd row ... 4 (6-5-6-7-6J sts. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off. 

Slip next st (centre st) on to a thread and leave. 

Join yarn to rem sts, patt to end. 

Cont on these 45 (48-50-53-55-58) sts. 

Keeping patt correct, dec at neck edge in alt rows 
until 26 (28-30-32-34-36) sts rem, then in foil 4th 
row once ... 25 (27-29-31-33-35) sts. 

Work 2 rows patt. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 5 (5-6-6-6-7) sts at 
beg of next and alt rows 3 times in all, then 5 (5-5- 
6-7-7) sts at beg of foil alt row, AT SAME TIME dec 
at neck edge in 2nd row ... 4 (6-5-6-7-6) sts. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off. 

SLEEVES 

Using 3.00mm Needles, Cottontop and Knitting-In 
Elastic tog, cast on 45 (45-45-47-47-47) sts. 

Work 14 rows rib as for Back. 

Change to 4.00mm Needles and Cottontop only. 

1st row — K4 (4-4-5-5-5), (yfwd, si 1, K1, psso, 
K3) 4 times, (K2 tog, yfwd, K3) 4 times, K1 (1-1-2- 

2 - 2 ). 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K5 (5-5-1-1-1), (yfwd, si 1, K1, psso, 
K3) 3 (3-3-4-4-4) times, yfwd, si 1, K1, psso, K1, 
(K2 tog, yfwd, K3) 3 (3-3-4-4-4) times, K2tog, 
yfwd, K5 (5-5-1-1-1). 

5th row — K1 (1-1-2-2-2), (yfwd, si 1, K1, psso, 
K3) 4 times, yfwd, si 1, K2 tog, psso, yfwd, (K3, 
K2 tog, y fwd) 4 times, K1 (1-1-2-2-2). 


7th row — K2 (2-2-3-3-3), (y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, 
K3) 4 times, yfwd, sll, K1, psso, K2, (K2 tog, 
y fwd, K3) 3 times, K2 tog, y fwd, K2 (2-2-3-3-3). 

9th row — K3 (3-3-4-4-4J, (yfwd, sll, K1, psso, 
K3) 4 times, K2, (K2 tog, y fwd, K3) 4 times, K0 (0- 
0 - 1-1 - 1 ). 

1 0th row — As 2nd row. 

Last 10 rows form sleeve patt. 

Keeping patt correct and noting to work extra sts 
into patt, inc at each end of next and foil 6th (4th- 
4th-4th-4th-4th) rows until there are 77 (59-59-73- 
73-85) sts, Sizes 10, 12, 14, 16 and 18 only — 
then in foil 6th rows until there are (81-81-87-87- 
91) sts. 

All Sizes — Cont without shaping until work 
measures 41 cm (or 2 cm less than desired length 
to allow for loose fit) from beg, ending with a purl 
row. 

Keeping patt correct, cast off 8 (8-8-9-9-9) sts at 
beg of next 8 rows. 

Cast off rem sts. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join right shoulder seam. With 
right side facing, using 3.00mm Needles and Cot¬ 
tontop only, knit up 50 (52-52-54-54-56) sts evenly 
along left side of neck, knit st from thread (centre 
st), knit up 50 (52-52-54-54-56) sts evenly along 
right side of neck, then knit across sts on stitch- 
holder... 144 (150-150-156-156-162) sts. 

1 st row — * K1, PI, rep from * to end. 

2nd row — Rib to within 2 sts of centre st, y bk, 
si 1, K1, psso, K1 (centre st), K2 tog, rib to end. 

3rd row — Rib to within 2 sts of centre st, K2 tog, 
PI, K2 tog tbl, rib to end. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 3 times. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Using back-stitch, join left shoulder seam. 
Sew in sleeves, placing centre of sleeve to shoul¬ 
der seam. Using running stitch (see page 27), join 
side and sleeve seams. Sew shoulder pads in 
position if desired. Press seams. 


TOP 

BACK, FRONT AND NECKBAND 

Work as for Sweater. 

ARMHOLE BANDS 

Using back-stitch, join left shoulder seam. Tie a 
coloured thread 16 (17-17-18-18-19) cm down 
from shoulder on each side of Back and Front. 
With right side facing, using 3.00mm Needles and 
Cottontop only, knit up 69 (73-73-77-77-81) sts 
evenly between coloured threads. 

Work 10 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row. 
Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Using running stitch (see page 27), join 
side seams and ends of armhole bands. Sew 
shoulder pads in position if desired. Press seams.

ACCESSORIES — Knitting-In Elastic; Milward 
Knitters Needle for sewing seams; 4 Buttons for 
Decoration; 2 Press Studs; Shoulder Pads if de¬ 
sired.

TENSION — 25 sts (and 26 V 2 rows) to 10 cm 
over patt 

Why you should knit a tension square. 

Loose Tension will cause the garment to stretch, 
drop and rub. 

Tight Tension will make the garment too small, 
with a hard fabric that will matt during washing. 

With Correct Tension, your garment will look like 
our photo. 

Using 4.00mm Needles, cast on 38 sts. 

** 1st row — Purj. 

2nd row — K1, * P3 tog, “Bobble”, rep from * to 
last st, K1. 

3rd row — Purl. 

4th row — K1, * “Bobble”, P3 tog, rep from * to 
last st, K1. 

Last 4 rows form patt. ** 

Work a further 36 rows patt. 

Cast off loosely. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric 
rule across the centre of the square and mark 10 
cm with pins as shown in photo. Count the 
number of sts between the pins. 

You should have 25 sts. 



CORRECT TENSION - 25 STS TO 10 CM 



Less sts means loose tension — try needles a 
size smaller. 

More sts means tight tension — try needles a 
size bigger. 

When you have achieved the correct tension, 
use the same needles to knit your garment (you 
may unravel your tension square and use the yarn 
in your garment).

BACK 

Using 2.75mm Needles, Cotton Perle and Knit¬ 
ting-In Elastic tog, cast on 93 (99-105-113-119) 
sts. 

1st row — K2, * PI, K1, rep from * to last st, K1. 

2nd row — K1, * PI, K1, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 10 times, then 1 st row once. 
24th row — Rib 6 (4-12-6-4), * inc in next st, rib 4 
(4-3-4-4), rep from * to last 2 (0-9-2-0) sts, rib 2 (0- 
9-2-0)... 110 (118-126-134-142) sts. 

Change to 4.00mm Needles and Cotton Perle 
only. *** 

Work 84 rows patt as from ** to ** for tension 
square. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to 
mark beg of armholes as there is no armhole 
shaping. 

Work a further 44 (46-46-50-50) rows patt. 

Shape shoulders — Keeping patt correct, cast 
off 8 (8-12-12-12) sts at beg of next 4 rows, 8 (12- 
8-12-16) sts at beg of foil 2 rows, then 10 sts at 
beg of foil 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 42 sts. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to ***. 

1st row — Purl. 

2nd row — K1, (P3 tog, “Bobble') 18 (19-20-21- 
22) times, K1, turn. 

Cont on these 74 (78-82-86-90) sts for Right 
Front. 
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3rd row — Purl. 

4th row — K1, * “Bobble”, P3 tog, rep from * to 
last st, K1. 

Keeping patt correct, shape front slope — 5th 
row — P2 tog, purl to end. 

6th row — Patt to last 4 sts, P3 tog, K1. 

Work 4 rows patt. 

Rep last 6 rows 19 times ... 34 (38-42-46-50) sts. 
Work a further 5 (7-7-11-11) rows patt. 

Shape shoulder — Keeping patt correct, cast off 
8 (8-12-12-12) sts at beg of next row and foil alt 
row, then 8 (12-8-12-16) sts at beg of foil alt row. 
Work 1 row. Cast off. 

Join yarn to rem 36 (40-44-48-52) sts, cast on 38 
sts for underlap. 

Cont on these 74 (78-82-86-90) sts for Left Front. 
2nd row — K1, * P3 tog, “Bobble”, rep from * to 
last st, K1. 

3rd row — Purl to last 2 sts, P2 tog. 

4th row — K1, P3 tog, patt to end. 

Work 4 rows patt. 

Rep last 6 rows 1 9 times ... 34 (38-42-46-50) sts. 
Work a further 6 (8-8-12-12) rows patt. 

Shape shoulder — Keeping patt correct, cast off 
8 (8-12-12-12) sts at beg of next row and foil alt 
row, then 8 (12-8-12-16) sts at beg of foil alt row. 
Work 1 row. Cast off. 

ARMHOLE BANDS 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. Tie a 
coloured thread on each side of Front in same 
place as those on Back. With right side facing, 
using 2.75mm Needles and Cotton Perle only, knit 
up 99 (103-103-111-111) sts evenly between 
coloured threads. 

Work 11 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row. 
Cast off in rib. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND 

With right side facing and using 2.75mm Needles 
and Cotton Perle only, knit up 149 sts evenly along 
right front edge to centre of back neck. 

Work 11 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row. 
Cast off loosely in rib. 

LEFT FRONT BAND 

Work as for Right Front Band, working along left 
front edge instead of right front edge. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Slip-stitch lower edge of left front to top of 
lower band behind right front. Using back-stitch, 
join front bands at centre back neck. Join side 
seams. Slip-stitch end of right front band in posi¬ 
tion. Sew buttons in position as illustrated. Sew 
press studs in position on crossover. If desired, 
sew shoulder pads in position. Press seams.

ACCESSORIES — Knitting-In Elastic; 2 Stitch Hol¬ 
ders; Milward Knitters Needle and plain yarn for 
sewing seams; Shoulder Pads if desired. 

ABBREVIATIONS — See page 27. 


TENSION — 19 sts to 10 cm in width over gar¬ 
ter st, using Joy. 

Why you should knit a tension square. 

Loose Tension will cause the garment to stretch, 
drop and rub. 

Tight Tension will make the garment too small, 
with a hard fabric that will matt during washing. 

With Correct Tension, your garment will look like 
our photo. 

Using 4.00mm Needles and Joy, cast on 29 sts. 
Knit 57 rows garter st. 

Cast off loosely. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric 
rule across the centre of the square and mark 10 
cm with pins as shown in photo on page 12. Count 
the number of sts between the pins. 

You should have 19 sts. 


Continued on next page 
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Less sts means loose tension — try needles a 
size smaller. 

More sts means tight tension — try needles a 
size bigger. 

When you have achieved the correct tension, 
use the same needles to knit your garment. 
Remember, if you need to change the needle size 
to achieve the correct tension, you must also 
change the size of needles used in bands, etc. 


BACK AND FRONT (alike) 

Using 3.00mm Needles, C and Knitting-In Elastic 
tog, cast on 90 (94-98-106-110-114) sts. 

1st row — K2, * P2, K2, rep from * to end. 

2nd row — P2, * K2, P2, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 8 times, then 1 st row once. 
20th row — Rib 14 (22-23-13-18-18), * work 2 tog, 
rib 13 (22-23-11-16-17), rep from * to last 1 (0-0-2- 
2-1) st/s, rib 1 (0-0-2-2-1) ... 85 (91-95-99-105- 
109) sts. 

Change to 4.00mm Needles and M only. 

NOTE — As in all multi-coloured and textured 
yarns, we recommend working from 2 balls of 
yarn. Work 2 rows from first ball, 2 rows from 
second ball, then 2 rows from first ball, etc. Take 
care not to carry yarn too tightly along side of 
work. 

Knit in garter st until work measures 35 cm from 
beg, working last row on wrong side. 

Shape armholes — Cast off 10 (12-13-14-16-17) 
sts at beg of next 2 rows ... 65 (67-69-71-73-75) 
sts. 

Knit 46 (48-48-50-50-52) rows garter st. 


Shape neck — Next row — K22 (23-23-24-25- 
26), turn. 

Cont on these 22 (23-23-24-25-26) sts. 

Dec at neck edge in alt rows until 11 

(12-12-13-13-14) sts rem. 

Knit 5 (7-7-9-7-9) rows garter st. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 4 (4-4-4-4-5) sts at 
beg of next row and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

Slip next 21 (21-23-23-23-23) sts on to a stitch- 
holder and leave. 

Join yarn to rem sts, knit to end. 

Cont on these 22 (23-23-24-25-26) sts. 

Dec at neck edge in alt rows until 11 

(12-12-13-13-14) sts rem. 

Knit 6 (8-8-10-8-10) rows garter st. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 4 (4-4-4-4-5J sts at 
beg of next row and foil alt row. 

Workl row. 

Cast off. 

SLEEVES 

Using 3.00mm Needles, C and Knitting-In Elastic 
tog, cast on 46 (46-50-50-54-54) sts. 

Work 13 rows rib as for Back and Front. 

14th row — Rib 2 (1-4-6-6-2), * inc in next st, rib 3 
(2-3-2-4-3), rep from * to last 0 (0-2-5-3-0) sts, rib 0 
(0-2-5-3-0) ... 57 (61-61 -63-63-67) sts. 

Change to 4.00mm Needles and M only. 

Knit in garter st, inc at each end of 5th and foil 8th 
rows until there are 73 (77-77-79-79-83) sts. 

Cont without shaping until work measures 25 cm 
from beg, working last row on wrong side. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to 
mark end of sleeve seam. 

Knit 20 (24-26-28-32-34) rows garter st to sew to 
sts cast off at armholes. 

Cast off 6 sts at beg of next 10 rows. 

Cast off rem sts. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join right shoulder seam. With 
right side facing, using 3.00mm Needles and C

Using 3.00mm Needles and C only, cast on 193 
(197-199-203-205-209) sts. 

Work 8 rows rib as for Back, inc at each end of 3rd 
and 7th rows ... 197 (201-203-207-209-213) sts. 
Change to 4.00mm Needles. 

Work a further 16 rows rib, inc at each end of foil 
4th rows from previous inc ... 205 (209-211-215- 
217-221) sts. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, join shoulder 
and top sleeve seams. Sew cast-off edge of cuffs 
in position gathering sleeves to fit, then join side 
and sleeve seams. Sew neckband in position, 
placing cast-off edge to garment and lapping 
right end over left. Sew shoulder pads in position if 
desired. 


BACK-STITCH SEAM 

This is the method most commonly used for joining 
knitted garments.

8- 8) *, patt 29 (31-31-33-35-35), rep from * to * 
once, patt 17 (18-18-19-20-20). 

46th row — Patt 17 (18-18-19-20-20), * K6 (7-7-8- 

9- 9), yfwd, sll, K2 tog, psso, yfwd, K7, yfwd, 
si 1, K2 tog, psso, y fwd, K6 (7-7-8-9-9) *, patt 29

Change to 3.75mm Needles and Gem only. 

1st and alt rows (wrong side) — K25 (25-27-27- 
27-29), P25 (27-27-29-31-31), K25 (25-27-27-27- 
29). 

2nd row — K1, (PI, “Knit Below”) 11 (11-12-12- 
12-13) times, K2 [last 2 rows form rib patt for last 
25 (25-27-27-27-29) sts], K2 (3-3-4-5-5), (y fwd, si 
1, K1, psso, K8) twice, y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K1 (2- 
2 -3-4-4), K2, (“Knit Below”, PI) 11 (11-12-12-12- 
13) times, K1 [last 2 rows form rib patt for 
last 25 (25-27-27-27-29) sts], 

4th row — Inc in first st, patt 24 (24-26-26-26-28), 
K3 (4-4-5-6-6), y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K5, K2 tog,

Keeping patt correct as for Back as placed in last 
4 rows and working extra sts into patt as they

Tie 
coloured threads 21 (22-22-23-23-24) cm down 
from shoulder seams. 

With right side facing, using 2.75mm Needles and 
Gem only, knit up 123 (127-127-133-133-139) sts 
evenly between coloured threads. 

Work 13 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row. 
Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using back 
stitch, join side seams. Fold neckband in half on to 
wrong side and slip-stitch in position. Sew in 
shoulder pads if desired. Press seams.

TENSION — 22 sts to 10 cm in width over 
stocking st. 

Why you should knit a tension square. 

Loose Tensjon will cause the garment to stretch, 
drop and rub. 

Tight Tension will make the garment too small, 
with a hard fabric that will matt during washing. 

With Correct Tension, your garment will look like 
our photo.

1st row — K2, * PI, K1, rep from * to last st, K1. 
2nd row — K1, * PI, K1, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 13 times, inc 6 (8-4-6-10-4) 
sts evenly across last row ... 91 (99-99-107-115- 
115) sts (28 rows rib in all). 


Change to 3.75mm Needles and Cotton Perle 
only, or 4.00mm Needles and Stonewash only. 

1st, 3rd, 5th and 7th rows — K1, * (si 1, K1, psso, 
y fwd) 4 times, K8, rep from * to last 10 (2-2-10-2- 
2) sts, (si 1, K1, psso, y fwd) 4 (0-0-4-0-0) times, 
K2. 

2nd, 4th, 6th and 8th rows — K2 (10-10-2-10- 

10), * P7, K9, rep from * to last 9 sts, P7, K2. 

9th, 11th, 13th and 15th rows — K2, * K8, (y fwd, 
K2 tog) 4 times, rep from * to last 9 (1-1 -9-1 -1) st/s, 
K9 (1-1-9-1-1). 

10th, 12th, 14th and 16th rows — K10 (2-2-10 2 

2), * P7, K9, rep from * to last st, K1. 

Last 16 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures approx 54 (55- 
55-56-56-57) cm from beg, ending with an 8th or 
16th patt row. 

Next row — K4 (4-6-4-2-2), * inc in next st, K8 (12- 
7-10-21-9), rep from * to last 6 (4-5-4-3-3) sts, inc 
in next st, K5 (3-4-3-2-2) ... 101 (107-1 1 1-117-121- 
127) sts. 

Work 11 rows rib as before, beg with a 2nd row. 
Shape shoulders —• Keeping rib correct, cast off 
7 (8-9-10-10-11) sts at beg of next 4 rows, then 7 
(8-8-9- 11 -12) sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 59 sts loosely in rib. 

SLEEVES 

Using 2.75mm Needles, Cotton Perle and Knit¬ 
ting-In Elastic tog, or 3.00mm Needles, Ston¬ 
ewash and Knitting-In Elastic tog, cast on 57 (59- 
61-63-65-67) sts. 

Work 17 rows rib as for Back and Front. 

18th row — Rib 3 (6-8-5-7-10), * inc in each of 
next 2 sts, rib 1, rep from * to last 3 (5-8-4-7-9) sts, 
rib 3 (5-8-4-7-9) ... 91 (91-91 -99-99-99) sts. 

Change to 3.75mm Needles and Cotton Perle 
only, or 4.00mm Needles and Stonewash only. 

Beg patt — 1st, 3rd, 5th and 7th rows — K1, * 
(si 1, K1, psso, y fwd) 4 times, K8, rep from * to 
last 10 (10-10-2-2-2) sts, (si 1, K1, psso, yfwd) 4 
(4-4-0-0-0) times, K2. 

2nd, 4th, 6th and 8th rows — K2 (2-2-10-10-10), 

* P7, K9, rep from * to last 9 sts, P7, K2. 

9th, 11th, 13th and 15th rows — K2, * K8, (y fwd, 
K2 tog) 4 times, rep from * to last 9 (9-9-1 -1 -1) st/s, 
K9 (9-9-1-1 -1). 

10th, 12th, 14th and 16th rows — K10 (10-10-2- 

2-2), * P7, K9, rep from * to last st, K1. 

Last 16 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures 28 cm from beg, 
working last row on wrong side. 

Keeping patt correct, cast off 8 sts at beg of next 
10 rows. 

Cast off rem sts. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly, taking care not to flatten patt. Using back¬ 
stitch, join shoulder seams. Sew sleeves in posi¬ 
tion, placing centre of sleeve to shoulder seam. 
Join side and sleeve seams. Sew shoulder pads in 
position if desired. Press seams. ii>

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 18 times (38 rows rib in all). 
Change to 4.00mm Needles and M only. 

NOTE — As in all multi-coloured and textured 
yarns, we recommend working from 2 balls of 
yarn. Work 2 rows from first ball, 2 rows from 
second ball, then 2 rows from first ball, etc. Take 
care not to carry yarn too tightly along side of 
work. The unusual texture of this yarn makes it 
essential to pull the yarn through firmly when work¬ 
ing each st. 

Work in stocking st until work measures 51 (52-52-

Dec at neck edge in every row until 26 (28-30-32-

beg of next and alt rows 3 times in all, then 4 (5-6-

FRONT 

Work as for Back until there are 68 (72-72-74-74- 
78) rows less than Back to neck shaping, ending 
with a purl row. 

Divide for front opening — Next row — K43 (46- 

48-51 -53-56), cast off 5 sts, knit to end. 

Cont on last 43 (46-48-51-53-56) sts. 

Work 41 rows stocking st. 

Shape neck — Cast off 9 (9-9-10-10-10) sts at 
beg of next row. 

Dec at neck edge in alt rows until 27 (30-32-35-37- 
39) sts rem, then in foil 4th rows until 23 (25-27-29- 
31 -33) sts rem. 

Work 4 rows stocking st. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 5 (5-5-6-6-7) sts at 
beg of next and alt rows 3 times in all, then 4 (5-6- 
6-6-6) sts at beg of foil alt row.

Join yarn to rem 43 (46-48-51 -53-56) sts.

SLEEVES 

Using 2.75mm Needles and C only, cast on 79 
(83-83-87-87-91) sts. 

Work 17 rows rib as for Back. 

18th row — Rib 7 (9-9-7-7-9), * P2 tog, rib 7 (7-7- 
8 - 8 - 8 ), rep from * to last 0 (2-2-0-0-2) sts, rib 0 (2- 
2-0-0-2)... 71 (75-75-79-79-83) sts. 

Change to 4.00mm Needles and M only. 

Work in stocking st until work measures 16 cm 
from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Cast off 6 sts at beg of next 10 rows. 

Cast off rem sts. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. With right 
side facing, using 2.75mm Needles and C only, 
knit up 153 (163-163-173-173-179) sts evenly 
around neck, incl sts from stitch-holder. 

(NOTE — If this number of sts will not fit comfort¬ 
ably on needle, we suggest using a circular need¬ 
le.) 

Work 11 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row. 
Cast off loosely in rib. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND 

Using 2.75mm Needles and C only, cast on 59 sts. 
Work 6 rows rib as for Back. 

7th row — Rib 3, (cast off 2 sts, rib 22) twice, rib 
8 . 

8th row — Rib 30, cast on 2 sts, rib 22, cast on 2 
sts, rib 3 ... 2 Buttonholes. 

Work a further 4 rows rib. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

LEFT FRONT BAND 

Work as for Right Front Band, omitting button¬ 
holes. 

POCKET 

Using 2.75mm Needles and C only, cast on 43 sts. 
Work 18 rows rib as for Back, dec 12 sts evenly 
across last row ... 31 sts. 

Change to 4.00mm Needles and M only. 

Work 34 rows stocking st. 

Cast off. 

MAKE UP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using running st (see page 27), 
join side and sleeve seams. Using back-stitch, 
sew in sleeves, placing centre of sleeve to shoul¬ 
der seam. Sew front bands in position, placing 
cast-off edge to garment and crossing Right Front 
Band over Left Front Band.

Using 2.75mm Needles and Gem only, cast on 77

rep from * to last 4 (5-0-2) sts, rib 4 (5-0-2) ... 70 
(81 -81 -92) sts. 

Change to 3.75mm Needles. 

Working in patt as from ** to ** for tension square 
and noting to work extra sts into stocking st, inc at 
each end of 5th and foil 4th rows until there are 84 
(95-95-106) sts. 

Work 3 rows patt. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to 
mark end of sleeve seam. 

Work a further 16 rows patt to sew to sts cast off at 
armholes. 

Working rem in stocking st, cast off 9 (10-10-11) 
sts at beg of next 8 rows. 

Cast off rem sts. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join right shoulder seam. With 
right side facing and using 2.75mm Needles and 
Gem only, knit up 22 (26-28-32) sts evenly along 
left front side of neck, 43 (45-47-49) sts evenly 
across front, 22 (26-28-32) sts evenly along right 
front side of neck, 22 (26-28-32) sts evenly along 
right back side of neck, 43 (45-47-49) sts evenly 
across back, then 22 (26-28-32) sts evenly along 
left back side of neck... 174 (194-206-226) sts. 
(Note — If this number of sts will not fit comfort¬ 
ably on needle, we suggest using a circular need¬ 
le). 

1st row — * K1, PI, rep from * to end. 

2nd row — * Rib to within 2 sts of corner, (work 2 
tog) twice, rep from * 3 times, rib to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows twice. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Using-back-stitch, join left shoulder seam. 
Using running stitch (see page 27), join side and 
sleeve seams to coloured threads. Sew in sleeves, 
placing rows above coloured threads to sts cast 
off at armholes. Sew shoulder pads in position if 
desired. Press seams.

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RUNNING STITCH SEAM 

This is an easier and quicker method than back stitch, yet gives the same neat appearance on the 
right side of the garment. It is worked from the right side, making the matching of stripes, Fair Isle 
and fancy patterns quite simple. The stitches should be taken one knitted stitch in from the edge, 
so care must be taken to “unroll” edges of work as you go along. Use a Milward Knitters Needle — 
this has a blunt end to avoid splitting the yarn. 

Place the 2 pieces of knitting side by side, with right side uppermost. Leaving an end about 15 cm 
long (to be finished off later), insert the needle from wrong side to right side between the first and 
second rows on the left-hand piece of knitting (this is the only stitch which is taken from the wrong 
side). Move to the right-hand piece of knitting, insert needle between cast-on and first row and bring 
it out between second and third rows (thus picking up 2 cross bars). Return to left-hand piece, insert 
needle in same space as that in which yarn came out from previous stitch (between first and second 
rows) and pick up 2 cross bars. Continue working from side to side in this manner. Leave stitches 
about 1 cm wide until you have completed about 2 cm of stitching, then pull thread up fairly firmly to 
close seam. Yarn should be tight enough so that it does not show, but loose enough to allow the 
garment elasticity. Take care not to pull through the end left at the cast-on edge. 

Check that pieces are even at the top of the rib and at any horizontal lines in the pattern (diagram 
has been shaded as in 2 row stripes to show the correct placement of stitches so that stripes will 
match perfectly). Finish the top of your seam with 1 or 2 straight stitches over the cast-off edge and 
run the end along the edge of the fabric down the seam for about 
3 cm. Thread the end left at the cast-on edge into your needle 
and finish this off in the same way (take care that you take the 
stitches over the cast-on edge and not over the seam, and the 
lower edge of your garment will be perfectly straight, with no 
unsightly dip at the seam). 

If you have trouble matching your work at the top of the rib, you 
may find the following suggestion helpful:— Use a thread long 
enough to join the entire seam. Leaving most of this thread free 
to join the main part of your seam, begin at the top of the rib and 
work towards the cast-on edge as follows — pick up the cross 
bars of the two top rib rows on the left-hand piece of knitting, 
move to the right-hand piece of knitting, leave the top row of rib 
free, then pick up the cross bars of the next 2 rows. Continue in 
this manner with the shorter end of your thread until you reach 
the cast-on edge and finish off as described before. Then thread the long end of thread into your 
needle and complete the seam in the normal way. 

If this seam needs to be unpicked at any time, simply cut the thread at top and bottom and pull 
the thread out. 


KNITTING ABBREVIATIONS 

K = knit; P = purl; si = slip; psso = pass slipped stitch(es) over; tbl = through back of loop(s); 
y bk = yarn back — take yarn under needle from purling position into knitting position; y ft = yarn 
front — bring yarn under needle from knitting position into purling position; y fwd = yarn forward — 
bring yarn under needle, then over into knitting position again, thus making a stitch; yon = yarn over 
needle — take yarn over top of needle into knitting position, thus making a stitch; yrn = yarn round 
needle — take yarn right around needle into purling position, thus making a stitch; “Ml” = make 1 — 
pick up loop which lies before next stitch, place on left-hand needle and knit (or purl) into back of loop; 
garter st = every row knit; stocking st = 1 row knit, 1 row purl; reverse stocking st = 1 row purl, 1 row 
knit (purl side is right side). 

When instructions read — “Cast off 2 sts, K2“ (or similar stitches), the stitch left on the right-hand 
needle, after casting off, is counted as one stitch. 

alt = alternate; beg = begin or beginning; cont = continue; dec = decrease, decreased, decreases 
or decreasing; foil = following or follows; inc = increase, increased, increases or increasing; 
incl = including or inclusive; 0 = no rows, stitches or times; patt = pattern; rem = remain, remains, 
remainder or remaining; rep = repeat; st, sts = stitch, stitches; tog = together; cm = centimetre(s); 
mm = millimetre(s); Ins = inches. 

The first row is always the right side of the work unless otherwise stated.
